package, veilels, boats, horfes, cattle, and carriages employed in re- 
moving the fame, fhall be rorreiven, and fhall and may be feized by 
any officer of Excife : But it is provided, that any Dealer in any fuch city, 
town, parifh, or place, may take out two or more permits; and, by 
virtue thereof, fend two or more packages of 40 libs. each to the fame 
perfon, in the fame day, fos the faid packages fhall not contain more 
than 40 libs. each, and thall be fent under different permits, and by diffe- 
rent conveyances, 

By this aét, it is alfo enacted, That if any Tea exceeding 6 libe. 
weight fhall be found earrying.o¢ removing from any one part of this 
kingdom to any other part thereof, unlefS between the hours of /even 
in the moriing and five in the evening, from the 29th of September to 
the 25th of March yearly ; and between five inthe morning and /even 
in the evening, from the 25th of March tothe 29th of September year- 
ly (except the fame is removing or carrying by a known common ftage- 
coach, waggon, or other ftage-earriage, which ufwally travel out of thefe 
hours) the faid Tea, and the package containing the fame, whether the 
fame be accompanied with or without a permit, and all cattle and carria- 
ges made fe of in the removing or carrying the fame, thall be For- 
retrep, and shall and may be-feized by any officer for the inland du- 
ties upon ‘Tea. 

It is thereby further ena&ted, Thatif any Goods or Commadities, liable 
to excife or inland duties, and which by law are required to be removed or 
fent away with permit, are not actually removed and fent away, from 
and out of the ftock of the perfon taking out fach permit, within the 
time limited and exprefled in the refpective permits for removing and 
fending away the fame; or, in default of fo fending away and removing 
the faid goods or commodities, the refpcétive permits fhall not be return- 
ed to the «fficer from whgm the fame were had; then, and in every 
fuch cafes, the perfon from and out of whofe ftock the faid goods or com- 
modities are thereby authorifed to be removed, fhall be fubjeét to the 
like forfeitures and penaltitsa¥ dre dite@icd by an aét made in the IIth 
year of the reign of, hisate Majefty King George I, And, in cafe the 
goods of commodities mentioned in fuch permit fhall be removed from 
and out of the refpéétive lacks of the perfons taking out fuch permits, 
within the time expreffed and limited thercin, and the fame fhall not, 
within the time limited and expreffed in fuch permit (uplefs prevented 
by unavoidable accident or neceflity) be a€tually delivered and received 
into the ftock of the perfons to whom the fame are mentioned in fuch 
permit to be fent, then, and in every fuch cafe, all fuch goods and com- 
moditias fo removed and fent away as aforefzid, thall be deemed and ta~ 
ken to be goods or commodities removed or removing without permit. 

Public Noricy is hereby given, by direGiion of the COMMISSION- 
ERS of EXCISE, of the feveral rorrerrures impofed by the be- 
fore mentioned aét, that all perfons concerned may attend to, and avoid 
the fame,. by duly complying with the law in the various particulars a- 
bove fet forth.
